The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was  3»9lO  (the  same 
as  in  1966), 

There  were  71  live  births,  12  more  than  in  1966,  There  were  no  still  births. 
One  infant  died  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  61,  ten  more  than  in  1966,  26  of  the  deaths  were 
from  strokes  and  cao'dio-vascular  disease.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  cancer  from  10  to  15,

The  work  of  rodent  control  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  employees,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  V/arfarin 
was  still  successfully  used  as  poison  bait  and  no  sign  of  warfarin  resistance  was 
observed  in  the  Edeyrnion  District*

There  are  two  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 

Animal  Health 

The  butchers  and  the  wholesalers  continued  to  deal  in  high  quality  animals  and 
as  a result  the  rejection  of  whole  carcasses  as  unfit  for  food  remained  at  a very 
small  percentage, 

FASCIOLIOSIS  (LIVER  FLUKE)  AND  ECCHINCOCCUS 

The  incidence  of  these  parasites  in  the  organs  of  cattle  and  sheep  continue  to 
, rise  with  the  resultant  loss  in  livers  to  the  trade.  Again  certain  consignments  of 
sheep  received  during  the  year  were  found  to  be  heavily  affected,  indicating  worm 
ridden  farm  dogs  as  the  source, 

Ascaris 

The  occurrence  of  this  round  worm  showed  a slight  increase  during  the  year. 
Poultry  Inspection 

Inspection  of  poultry  during  the  yeeir  and  prior  to  the  Christmas  Holiday  resulted 
in  only  one  chicken  being  condemned.  The  standard  and  quality  of  dressed  poultry  for 
sale  in  the  area  remains  very  satisfactory. 

Foot  and  Mouth 


Strict  precautions  and  extra  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  start  of  the 
epidemic  (October  196?) . No  cases  of  foot  and  mouth  were  observed,  also  no  cases  were 
confirmed  in  the  Edeyrnion  area  with  the  result  that  the  area  was  declared  a "clean 
area"  during  the  epidemic  period. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Act 

The  Slaughterhouse  Hygiene  Regulations 

Cleanliness  at  both  slaughterhouses  has  been  kept  at  a satisfactory  level.  It  is 
worth  noting  that  thorough  cleansing  of  both  the  slaughter  and  cooling  halls  have  now 
become  routine.  The  standard  of  dressing  has  improved  immensely.
